LONDON, Saturday, April 13.— 
The House of Commons, sitting in 


committee, passed the Irish con- 
actiption clause of the man-power 
bill last night by a majority of 165. 

Commenting editorially this morn-

Conformably with Bonar Law’s 
formula that if the House did not 
pass the Irish clause it must find 
another government, they bludg- 
eoned their proposal through.

There 
can never have been any real queg- 
tion of Mr. Asquith or any other 
responsible; leader deliberately com- 
passing their downfall on this issue, 
All that was possible was a definite, 
dignified and ‘emphatic protest 

st a policy which most of us 
believe to be courting needless, and 
perhaps. irreparable, mischief, for 
no compensating return. That pro- 
test is now on record and we fear 
that in future months the claims 
that those who made it were true 
prophets may prove only too sadly 
easy to justify.” 

Chief Secretary Duke in . wise 
and tactful speech declared unequiv- 
ocally that the Government meant 
at an early date to bring in a gen- 
erous measure of self-government 
for Ireland. He even went to the 
length of expressing his hope that 
there would be a Parliament in Dub- 
lin before any Irishman was com- 
pulsorily called to the colors, but. 
there was no definite assurance, such 
as Arthur Henderson pleaded for, 


. that conscription would be deferred 


until Home Rule was a reality. Mr. 
Duke stated that the Government 
proposed to begin: with Ireland by 
first calling up the young unmarried 
men, as was done in England.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The com- 
bined statements. of; subscription to the 
Third ‘Jaberty Loa: with” “ats ‘Federal 
Reserve Districts reporting except that 
of Minneapolis, show a total at, the end 
of business yesterday, April 11, of $451,- 
744,000, which is an increase for the day 
of $175,825,000. The Treasury Depart- 
ment announces that. two States—Ore- 
gon and lIowa—have completed. their 
quotas. The report in the case of Ore- 
gon is made officially through the San 
Francisco Federal Reserve Bank, and 
that State will have the place of first 
honor in the honar roll of States which 
will be placed beneath the Treasury De“ 
partment honor flag in Washington. 

Iowa seems likely to win second place, 
Its State Chairtmaan telegraphed that 
the State had completed its quota, al- 
though the official return had not yet 
been made through the Chicago Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

The Liberty Loan campaign in the 
Minneapolis district will not be begun 
until April 15, which accounts for no 
reports being received from that dis- 
trict, The campaign in the two States 
that have completed their quotas is pro- 
ceeding with full: volume of enthusiasm, 
and predictions are made that they will 
go many millions beyond their quota. 

In the totals announced of subscrip- 
tions from the various Federal Reserve 
Bank districts the increase in the in- 
terval of one day should not be re- 
garded as representing the result of one 
day’s soliciting! as the Philadelphia dis- 
trict did not report yesterday, and the 
Cleveland “district was represented by 
the small sum of $7,150.

12.—The ,enemy “is playing a 
great game in which he js flinging all 
he has into the hazard of war. He 
has, of course, a stupendous number 
of men, and, while holding his lines 
across the Somme after his drive down 
from St. Quentin and playing a de- 
tensive part dgainst the French on 
the British right, ‘he has moved up to 
the north with secrecy and rapidity 
a large concentration of troops and 
guns for new and tremendous ‘blows 
against Haig’s forces. “This is con- 
tinuing his now determined policy to 
crush England before either France 
or America is able to draw off his 
divisions by counteroffensives. : 
So now the British troops in the 
north are faced by enormous forces. 
Nearly thirty German divisiong are 
against them from Wytschaete to 
La Bassée Canal, and with those 
troops are innumerable machine guns, 
trench mortars, and massed batteries 
of. field guns, very quick to get for- 
ward in-support of their infantry. 
As Menacing as the First Offensive. 
It is right and just: toward those at 
home to say quite simply and without 
rhodomontade or false heroics that 
this northern offensive is as menac- 
ing as that which began to the south- 
ward on March 21, and that the gal- 
lant men among these little red brick 
villages in French Flanders and in 
the flat fields between Bailleul and 
Bethune are greatly outnumbered 
and can only hold back the enemy 
by fighting with supreme courage. 
“They have done wonderful things, 
as I shall tell. Small bodies of them

The same day our escadrilles 
dropped 1,600 kilos [3,520 pounds] 
of projectiles on the railway station 
at St. Quentin, dépéts and aviation 
grounds north of Montdidier. A 
violent fire destroyed hangars at 
Champien, and an explosion was 
goted 4m the St. Quentin, station. 

“It is confirmed that an airplane 
and a captive balloon of the enemy 
were destroyed on March 23 and 
two airplanes on March 31.

FORCED BY PUBLIC OPINION 


Petain’s Men Await the Attack 
Confidently—Noyon Assaults 
Perhaps a Prelude. 


WITH~ THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Thursday -evening, April 11, 
(Associated Press.)—Two strong enemy 
attacks last night and: this morning in 
the vicinity of Noyor, which were re- 
pulsed easily by the French, give rise 
to the question whether the Germans 
are about to make another attack on 
their southern flank. It is evident that 
the German high command is beginning 
to feel some disquiet over the loss of so 
many men and the dislocation of so 
many divisions when they have not 
given the result expected. 

Already considerably more than one 
hundred German divisions have been 
thrown into the fight and more than 
seventy divisions have since been with- 
drawn to fill up the gaps in the ranks. 
When it is recalled that the Germans 
hitherto have not taken a division out 
of the fighting line until it has suf- 
fered a minimum of 2,500 casualties, 
some idea nsay be obtained of the ener- 
mous total of their losses. 

To the casualties in the divisisde 
which have been withdrawn must -be 
added those of the divisions still en- 
gaged in battle. They still have suf- 
ficient effectives in depots to re-estab- 
lish their strength, but many of. these 
reserves. are composed of inferior ele- 
ments such as convalescents and men 
who “were partially exempted from 
service at the front,. These must take 
the place of the carefully. chosen men 
forming the crack etvistens heretofore 
used. 

The total strength of a German di- 
vision on this front is 18,570 men, of 
whom 8,400 are infantry, machine gun- 
nerg and cyclists, and the remainder 
artillerymen, engineers, ambulance at- 
tendants, transport workers, and a 
squadron of cavalry. 

It is thought certain that the Ger- 
mans, in order to satisfy the public to 
whom absolute victory has been prom- 
ised, willbe compelled to make further 
efforts before abandoning their attempt 
to break through the allied lines. Other- 
wise they would. be in a bad position to 
explain the loss of go many men in an 


abortive offensive. Whether they con- 


tinue to try to obtain possession of 
Amiens for moral effect, endeavor to 
capture the Aisne Heights, or throw thé 
rest of their available forces against 
the British and Belgians in. the north 
is a secret with their own staff.

WITH THE. FRENCH ARMIBS, April 
1t.—If there be any truth in the theory 
of rebirth, the spirit of d’Artagnan may 
well live again in the body of René 
Fonck, the star air fighter of France, 
who, in less than a year, (he entered a 
battleplane escadrille last. May,) has 
downed thirty-three German planes,. of- 
ficiaHy -certified by three independent 
witnesses, and more than fifty in. act- 
ual fact. Toe New York Tim®s corres- 
pondent met ‘‘the Ace of Aces” in a 
small town in the war zone, where the 
work of the group of which he is the 
most famous member was suspended 
of account of the bad weather. Fonck, 
‘who has hitherto refused to talk for 
publication, consented to give his 
views on: air fighting when reminded 
of the intense interest felt in America 
in what might become its important 
contribution ‘to allied effort. 

Like Garros, Fonck more resembles 
an American college athlete than the 
average Frenchman. At first sight one 
might take him to be a short, stocky, 
all-American quarter back, sweater and 
all,, .were it not for his uniform 
and ‘double row of bons. He wears 
the War Cross and the Military 
Medal, and is, at 23, the youngest 
officer of ‘the Legion of Honor, On 
his breast are a long row of fourteen 
gold palms for citations—he now has 
seventeen altogether—two EXInglish and 
two Belgian decorations. “But his round 
face, with its fair complexion, budding 
mustache and long hair, brushed back 
from the forehead, has exactly the same 
expression of boyish confidence in proved 
ability as that of a hero of the track, 
diamond, or gridiron. 

Fonck’s enthusiastic praise of the 


American pilots he knows ‘is hardly |. 


needed to show the opportunity which 
air warfare offers our men. It re- 
quires no long years of training, 
as ‘the.land service does, and Fonck 
himself is so exactly the type ‘of 
thousands of young Americans that it 
seems impossible that they should. not 
be equally successful, if given the same 
opportunities. 

Although he never mentioned the word 
swordsmanship, the whole tenor of his 
conversation suggested fighting of the 
d’Artagnan style—not one agajnst one,

MAURICE SEES A REAL CRISIS. 
Important Centres Menaced, but Foe 


Has Won No Dominating Position. 
LONDON, April 12.—A definite crisis 


-| has again been reached, Major Gen. 


.F. B. Maurice, Chief Director of Mili- 
tary Operations at the War Office, 
said today. 

“The situation is undoubtedly un- 
pleasant,’” he added. “‘ The enemy is 
within a short distance of Bailleul, 
which, is an important railway centre 
for feeding our Mesaines-Wytschaete 
front. He is also advancing in the 
direction of Hazebrouck, which 16 a very 
important railway centre.”’ 

General Maurice said that on the 
other hand the Germans are advancing 
on a. very flat and intricate country 
and have not yet gained any dominating 
Seventeen enemy divisions 
had been engaged up to the present, 
and the enemy had lost very heavily. 

“The enemy has attacked of a front 
from Hollebeke to La Bassee. Begin- 
ning at the north his attacks on the 
Wytschaete-Messines Ridge have not 
met with very appreciable . success. 
There has been very heavy fighting 
there, and the enemy has lost heavily. 
He has failed to get on the main crest 
of the ridge. He has got into the vil- 
lage of, Messines, but we are holding the 
exit from it. , ; 

‘‘South of the ridge there has been 
no material change in the situation 
since Wednesday beyond the evacua~ 
tion of Amentiéres. This city.had been 
drenched with gas by the Germans and 
we are now doing the same. Gas shells 
are continually falling and the place is 
virtually uninhabitable. 

*“South of Armentiéres the situation 
has developed. The enemy, having 
forced a crossing of the Lawe and Lys 
Rivers, has seen an opportunity of de- 
veloping an attack which may be dan- 
gerous to us. He is pushing generally 
in a westward direction and has cap- 
tured Merville, ,an advance of ‘about 
seven miles from the starting point. 

‘“‘On the left flank of that advance, 
between the River Lawe and La Bassée 
he has made no progress. We still hold 
Festubert and Givenchy, the outposts 
of Bethune, and the énemy has made 
no appreciable progress in that direc- 
tion. 

“An advance of seven miles over a 
flat country, devoid of any features of 
capital importance, would not normally 
be a serious matter. In the first two 
days of the Somme battle the enemy 
advanced as much as fifteen miles, but 
there is a difference in the two battle- 
fields. In the north we are holding a 
comparatively narrow strip of territory 
between our front and the coast, and 
that strip contains a number of very 
important points to us in the shape of 
railway junctions and other communi- 
cations., Therefore an advance of seven 
miles’ to the north is more serious than 
an advance of twice that distance in the 
south. 

“The enemy has formed a compara- 
tively broad flank in the direction of 
Bethune and the coal area of Northern 
France, so if he finds himself checked 
in the endeavor to go west, he has the 
opportunity of turning southwest. 
‘“*Those are the most unpleasant fac- 
tors in the situation. On the other side 
there is the fact that the enemy is ad- 
vancing ‘on flat: atid: intricate country 
and has not yet obtained a footing on 
any hill. 

‘Taking the enemy’s plans generally, 

there’ is ‘definite evidence that his orig- 
inal inténtion was to advance on 
Bethune, 
““As I: conceive the enemy’s ‘plan, it 
was not a rigid one, but he kept his 
reserves at places where he could em+ 
ploy them according to the development 
of the battle.. 

“The enemy, from the beginning of 
this. battle, has never aimed at any 
town; his objective has been the de- 
struction of the British Army. Towns 
are mere stepping stones on the way 
to that end, and, having found the 
French coming to assist us in the south 
and no progress possible except at great 
cost, he has now turned his attention 
to developing a probably unexpected 
success in the north.’’

OTTAWA, April: 12.—‘‘It is obvious 
that the enemy, backed by unlimited ar- 
tillery, is doing what has up to this time 
been unprecedented in this war, namely, 
condticting two first-class offensives 
simultaneously, or, at the very least, 
launching a second before we had time 
to draw away from the first,” says a 
Reuter dispatch from London today. 

“The prospect is grim for the British, 
but accounts of the fighting’ continue to 
breathe confidence, that the British, 
however prolonged the struggle, will not 
yield to the enemy in what is becoming. 
more clear is a test of endurance. The 
key points of the battle are the ridges 
of Messines and Passchendaele, which 
the Germans are both endeavoring to 
outflank and carry by direct assault.”’ 


“VICTORIOUS TROOPS” 
MOVE ON, SAYS BERLIN 


Taking of Great Booty, with 
Large Gains of ‘Ground, 
Is Reported. 


BERLIN, April 12, (via London.)— 
“ Our victorious troops,” says the of- 
ficial report from headquarters this 
evening, “ are progressing through the 
wide Lys plain, between Armentiéres 
and Merville.” 

The statement goes on: 

Armentiéres has fallen. Encircled 
on the north and south by the troops 
of General von Berhardt and General 
von Stetten, and thus deprived of its 
roads to retreat, the English garrison 
of fifty officers and over 3,000 meh 
laid down its arms after a brave re- 
‘sistance. With them forty-five can- 
non, numerous machine guns, large 
quantities of munitions and clothes, 
and other kinds of rich booty fell into 
our hands. 

To the northeast of Loses we 
gained ground, and to the west of the 
city, after the repulse of a strong 
counterattack against Steenwerck, car- 
ried out by hastily collected troops, 
and after a bitter fight for British po~ 
sition No, 64, the troops of, General 
von Stetten, and General von Carlo- 
witz drove the enemy back in the di- 
rection of Bailleul and Merville. Mer- 
ville was captured. 

On ‘the southern: bank of the Lys 
River General von Berhardt’s troops 
fought thetrr way across the Lawe 

River and advanced as far as the 
heights before Merville. 

On the battlefield on both sides the 
Somme violent artillery duels devel- 
oped.

The paper discounts the * extremely 
foolish idea’ which, it thinks, may 
crop up, that the German thrust 
against the Anglo-Portuguese front in- 
dicates that when the offensive in 
Picardy could not be carried to suc- 
cess, the German’ commanders wished 
to try an experiment elsewhere. 

Thé Frankfurter Zeitung regards 
the new thrust as a portion of a great 


‘plan of attack, and dwells on the great

GERMANS FELL IN HEAPs. 


British Soldiers Slew Till They Were 
Weary. 

LONDON, April 12.—‘‘ You could have 
shot them down with your eyes shut,’’ 
said a wounded machine gunner in de- 
scribing how the Germans attacked on 
the western front, according to the cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail. “We 
fired straight into them and they went 
down in heaps, yet we could not stop 
them. It was one down and another 
come on."’ . 

The correspondent quotes other re- 
marks from wounded soldiers, indicative 
of the spirit of the British defenders, 
and the heavy toll the Germans are 
paying for every foot they advance. The 
correspondent says that wounded sol- 
diers agreed that the Germans outnum- 
bered the defenders at least two to one. 

“Aye, were never far away,” a 
wounded Highlander replied to the re- 
mark of the correspondent that the 
Highlanders seemed to get into all the 
battles. He told how his regiment was 
on a canal bank when the -Germans 
tried to cross: 

* They advanced on both flanks, com- 
ing upon either side in the attempt to 
get across. We were told to hold our 
fire until they were well in view. Then, 
when there were hundreds before us, 
we let fly. Man, it as murderous.” ~- 

A Yorkshireman, who was standing 
near by, broke in: 

** That may be, but that was no better 
than when we saw them along the side 
of a hedge. They didn’t expect us to 
be so near. We pumped bullets into 
them with Lewis guns until our bodies 
ached.”’ ; 

As an illustration of the coolness of 
the British troops, the correspondent 


says that some Highlanders told him 


how they found food in trenches, which 
some other troops had been forced to 
evacuate before German attacks. The 
Highlanders said .the finst thing they 





did was to'sit down and eat the food.

GERMANS APPALLED 
AT THE HEAVY LOSSES 


Estimated at 500,000 Now— 
War Party Said to Have 
Time Limit to Win.

THB HAGUE, April 12.—A Dutch 
merchant who has just arrived from 
Germany told THs New Yorx Times 
correspondent today that the number of 
Germans killed and wounded was esti- 
mated at 500,000 up to Tuesday. 

He saw thirty trains, each of fifty 
cars, at Aachen, all filled with wounded 
soldiers, who wore paper bandages which 
had been on four or five days. There 
is no water or refreshment at the sta- 
tions. 

The people are appalled by the num- 
ber of wounded. All the public schools 
have been converted into hospitals. Ten 
thousand were sent to- Treves. : 

He said that the wounded men were 
handled like parcels, sorted out at sth- 
tions, and sent to various hospitals.

There are fires burning on the hill- 
sides. I saw their flames and their 
great, rolling clouds of smoke rise this 
morning from places where the day 
before I had seen, French peasants 
plowing as though no war were near, 
and young girls scattering grain over 
the fields harrowed by their small 
brothers, and old women bending to 
the soil in the small farmsteads where 
all their life was centred, until sud- 
denly the frightful truth touched 
them and they had to leave their 
homes. 

Sometimes today I wished to God 
the sun would not shine like this nor 
nature mock at me with its thrilling 
beauty of life. However, the British 
are full of confidence. If they were 
forced back they are glad to know 
that they made the enemy pay heavy 
prices and that their line. is still un- 
broken. They are full of faith that 
against all odds they shall. hold their 
own in the last battle of. all. 

The pageant of the roads is the 
same—young gunners on their horses 
and mules riding by like knights in 
their steel caps, infantry marching 
with a whistling tune on their lips, 
the transport crawling by with dogs 
in the wagons and great bunches of 
daffodils tied to some of the men’s 
saddjes, and old women and children 
packed among troops in the dim re- 
cesses of motor lorries. 

Officers and men stand about in the 
villages under scattered fire and every 
man in the army is doing whatever 
task falls to him without an outward 
sign of the strain, though in the heart 
of every man is the thought that these 
days may decide the fate of the world 
and all our life now and to come.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, Fri- 
day, April 12.—Up to last midnight there 
was no important new development on 
the French front, but the increasing 
power of the cannonade on both sides is 
notable. How much more it may mean 
it is impossible yet to say, but at least 
it means that the clash of infantries, 
almost unaided, is over, and that in the 
next shock the artillery will play its 
full part. 

Whatever other sector between the 
sea and the Alps may next spring into 
flame, this first field of the German of- 
fensive must in all probability remain 
the principal one. It extends forty miles 
in depth and rather more in frontal 
length. 

One-half of all the German forces in 
the west have been directly engaged in 
it, and it has brought in the face of

it allied forces which cannot be neg-. 


lected, even if it were materially possi- 
ble, which it is not, rapidly to transfer 
large masses from one field to another. 
The attack on the Lys, despite its par- 
tial success at the outset, is a small

French Cavalry’s Work. 

The French cavalry, which felt pe- 
culiarly the irksomeness of trench war- 
fare, has risen finely to the opportuni- 
ties offered to it in the recent crisis. 
As an illustration I may refer briefly to 
the work of the cavalry division which, 
having been brought up by long forced 
marches, was sent reconnoitring into 
the region,of Roye at daybreak on 
March 26 and came up against eriemy 
parties ,four’ miles northeast of that 
town.

BRITISH PRISONERS 
STARVED AND BEATEN 


Official Report Says Many Have 
Been Put to Work Under 
Allied Shell Fire. 


LONDON, April 12.—Hoyw British pris- 
oners of war in Germany are enslaved, 
starved, and subjected to unteld cruel- 
ties Is related-in an official: report of 
a Government committee made public 
today. The detention and employment 
of noncommissioned officers and men 
captured on the western front, says the 
report, ‘‘ have brought on these prison- 
ers an amount of unjustifiable suffering 
for which it would be hard to find a b pars 
allel in history.’ 

The report is based on an accumulation 
of evidence. and shows that prisoners 
have been employed constantly under 
shell fire, and that many have been 
killed by British guns; that they have 
been kicked and beaten; that clothing 
and adequate shelter have been denied 
them; that they have often been shot, 
and that deaths from starvation and 
overwork have been constant.

“Ts it an intellectual document? ”. it 
goes on. “One might suppose that 
the responsible leader of a State would 
speak from the. depth of his corivic- 
tions when he speaks to the whole 
world, at, least if he wishes to be taken 
seriously. * * *- It would uappear 
that the American. people highly, over- 
rated this man when they chose nim 
as leader. Those who have lived long 
enough in America to know the peo- 
ple and country ‘know that there are 
plenty. of serious people, honest men 
who fight for their convictions and 
patriots whose country is sacred— 
men who besides these qualities have 
the necessary ability and force and, 
above all, the will to serve their coun- 
try. Wilson does not belong to them.” 

The paper charges that the Presi- 
dent is insincere and even sinks to 
the level of a political condottiere 
when he speaks of the English. It re- 
fers to the time when the President 
‘was firSt elected, and declares that 
tariff. reform showed its effect seven 
months later by 200,000 men being 
out of work in Chicago, although 
everything changed when the war 
broke out. 

“Like. a- dry sponge the Union 
soaked up Entente contracts,” it con- 
tinues, “and began to make mu- 
nitions.”

Unlike many 
great fliers—Lufbery and Guynemer, for 
example—he does not put shooting ‘first. 

‘*Manoeuvring your opponent is the 
chief thing,’’ he said. ‘‘ Directly I en- 
gage an enemy I can judge what line 
to take. You can.tell from the outset 
just what quality of pilot is opposed to 
you, and must act accordingly. .I have 
never fought Richthofen, but J am cer- 
tain I should know in ten seconds that 
I was at grips with him if we met, and 
he would know, too. The way a pilot 
handles his machine is an unfailing 
indication of his calibre.”

Bankers Highly Pleased, but 
Hope for Even Better Results

Reports of subscriptions to the third 
Liberty Loan received yesterday by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
totaled $26,321,100, an increase of more 
than $3,000,000. compared with the pre- 
vious day’s figures. This brought up 
the total for the first ‘five days of the 
eampaign to $206,560,100, as against 
$131,312,000 for a similar period in the 
second Liberty Loan campaign.

BALKED BY WITHERING FIRE 





Only Two of Enemy Reached First 
‘ Line, and Both of Them Were 
Taken Prisoner. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 12, (Associated Press.) 
In the raid carried out by the Germans 
on Wednesday against the Americans 
‘northwest of Toul, the enemy intended 
to penetrate to the third line positions, 
according to information obtained from 
a prisoner. This is corroborated by 
material found on dead Gerfhans, The 
enemy carried wire, dynamite, intrench- 
ing tools, and other implements for or- 
ganizing the positions. 

The Americans-knew in advance of the 
proposed attack through information 
obtained a day or two previously from 
prisoners captured by the French on an 
adjacent,sector. 

The attack was made by a special bat- 
talton of 800 shock troops, who had re- 
hearsed the operation for two or three 
weeks behind the lines. As soon as 
the German barrage began, the Ameri- 
can batteries, without waiting for ,.a 
rocket signal, laid down a counterbar- 
rage, with the result that fewer than 
200 of the enemy succeeded in climbing 
out of their trenches and advancing 

. toward the American line. 

The German officers sent the men 
right through the barrage, but only two 
succeeded in reaching the. front line. 
Both of these were taken prisoners, one 
of them dying a short time afterward 
from wounds. 

When the German barrage started, 
the American outposts moved in to the 
first line, where with other infantrymen 
and machine gunners they waited for 
the advancing enemy. The Americans 
‘poured a deadly fire into the raiders, 
then climbed out of the trenches an 
engaged with grenades and in hand-to- 
hand fighting the few Germans who 
were able to cross No Man’s Land. The 
American infantrymen drove the enemy 
back to his own lines, and, protected 
by machine gun and automatic fire, 
Gragged the German dead back to the 
American trenches for identification. 

The German losses were extremely 
heavy, as No Man’s Land was strewn’ 
with dead, and numbers of the enemy 
were killed by the artillery without be- 
ing able to leave the German trenches. 

The French-officers commanding units 
in a neighboring sector complimented 
the American officers on the courage 
and gallantry displayed in the operation 
and the splendid work of the artillery. 
Some of the battery men worked in gas 
masks for several hours. 


AMERICANS STILL WAITING. 


Probable Date for Their Entry Into 
Battle Still in Doubt.

“‘I was told yesterday of the occa- 
sion recently when French troops at- 
tacked in a sector near part of the line 
eccupied by the Americans, and when 
American officers asked leave to join 
in the attack as privates, with a view 
to extending their experience.”’ 


PERSHING SENDS MEN 
TO WAR DEPARTMENT 


Expert Advisers from France to 
Facilitate Work—Goethals to 
Control Parchases.

WASHINGTON, April 12. — Further 
plans for the improvement of the ma- 
chinery of the War Department, 80 as 
to enable it to deal more effectively 
withthe war emergencies confronting 
it, are being developed, and some of 
these were disclosed late this afternoon 
by Major Gen. March, Acting Chief of 
Staff. 

General March stated that General 
Pershing was sending home to Washing- 
ton certain officers who are familiar 
with staff work at the front for staff 
duty here, and that he also was sending 
back to this country some practical 
aviation experts whose presence in the 
War Department, it is hoped, will bring 
about improvement in the military air- 
eraft situation. Other officers being 
sent here by General Pershing are con- 
nected with the important work of the 
Quartermaster Corps, and still others 
have had practical experience in other 
forms of military activity under modern 
war conditions in France. 

The object of these changes is more 
effectively to co-ordinate the work of 
the War Department with the work 
and needs of the American forces in 
¥rance. 

General March has issued an order 
consolidating the Division of Storage 
and Traffic with the Division of Pur- 
chases and Supplies, the one division 
to be known as the Division of Pur- 
chase, Storage and Traffic. This di- 
vision will be under Major Gen. Goe- 
thals, who will serve as Assistant Chief 
of Staff and retain his post as Acting 
Quartermaster General.

ALL BROTHERS BUT GERMANS 


JD. Rockefeller, Jr., Won’t Recog- 
nize Them Till They’re Beaten. 


MONTREAL,. April 12.—Development 
of the spirit of brotherhood was the 
remedy advanced for the industrial, so- 
cial, and international ills of the world 
by John: D. Rockefeller, Jr., in an'‘ad- 
dress he delivered before the Canadian 
Club today. 

Mr.- Rockefeller made it clear, how- 
ever, that it was impossible-to embrace 
the Central Powers in the brotherhood 
of nations until after the forces of right 
had won a conclusive \ victory over those 
of might. 

He said that modern industrial organ- 
ization was such as to-remove employer 
and employes so far from each. other 


that the understanding formerly born of 


intimate intercourse was no longer pos- 
sible. Therefore it was necesssary to

Sought Special Privileges. 

. ‘The Netherlands Government first 
declare “that ‘the very presence of 
Dutch ships in our ports resulted from 
our detention of them with an un- 
friendly hand. While our right to re- 
fuse bunkers and cargo license is con- 
ceded, friendship, it is said, should 
have led to the granting of special 
‘privileges in favor of the subjects of 
a friendly State. Our own supply of 
bunker eoal at seaboard has been in- 
adequate ‘for our pressing national 
needs. The cargoes which were- de- 
manded were largely of grain, of which 
our own, reserves are all too low. The 
bunkers, if granted, would have served 
to, carry.this grain to tHe Netherlands 
where, as events have demonstrated; 
it was not then needéd,' and where it 
would only. have served to release 
equivalent foodstuffs for the enemy. 
Such action on our part, whatever its 
int8ntion, would in fact have been an 
act beneficial to the enemy and having 
no relation to our friendship to the 
Netherlands. The owners of Dutch 
ships. were, however, unwilling that 
their ships should perform any other 
services than those which it was 
clearly impossible for us to facilitate, 
and the ships of this maritime nation 
accordingly lay idle for many months 
and until the conclusion on January 
25, 1918, of the temporary shipping

Balked by Germany. 

“The statement of the Netherlands 
Government seems to imply that this 
agreement was ip fact lived up to by 
the Netherlands Government, yet evi- 
dence to the contrary is found in the 
statement itdelf which refers to Ger- 
man objections as having prevented 
performance by that Government of 
what is erroneously referred to as 
America's demand, but what was in 
reality a Netherlands undertaking, that 
when a Dutch ship left the United 
States for the Netherlands a corre- 
sponding Dutch vessel ould -simul- 
taneously leave the Netherlands for the 
United States.

THE HAGUE, April 12.—Dutch ship

“invited ’’ by James A. MacBride, 
Chairman of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, is being held daily, except Satur- 
day and Sunday, at 2:30 P. M. in Room 
1443 of the Municipal Building. The 
consequences of the investigation now 
under way, and which is being con- 
ducted jointly by the Civil Service 
Commission and Commissioner of Ac- 
counts David Hirschfield, it was said 
by physicians and social workers -yes- 
terday would be far reaching and 
would affect every man, woman and 
child in New York City. 

The inyestigation has already at- 
tracted the attention of scores of civic 
and philanthropic organizations, and of- 
ficers in these organizations as well as 
leading physicians ‘yesterday protested 
against the .contemplated plans of 
Mayor Hylan... A mass meeting, at 
which practically every public health 
organization and social service agency 
of the city will be: represented, will be 
held in the rooms of the Bar Aséocia- 
tion at 1 o’clock this afternoon. Re- 
ports from the committees which were 


| assigned to investigate the matter will 


be read, and a movement of public spir- 
ited citizens and of many well known 
organizations will be organized. It will 
be urged that all] the facts concerning 
the contemplated changes should receive 
full publicity. ; 

Calls It a “ Private Inquiry.” 

When representatives of several civic 
organizations, ignorant of Chairman 
‘MacBride’s: ruling, entered the investi- 
gation chamber before the meeting be- 
gan yesterday, they were told that they 
would not bé permitted to remain. ‘ In- 
vitations are being extended,’’ it was 
said, ‘‘ only to witnesses.” These in- 
clude the heads of thé seven bureaus 
of the Health Departiient,. ~which it ts 
reported that Mayor Hylan is anxious 
to eliminate on the ‘grounds of ‘econdmy. 

Reporters excluded from the investiga- 
tion were told yesterday that Chairman 
MacBride would give out the details of 
the meeting at 5 o’clock. At that time 
Mr. MacBride, when asked for details 
“‘There is noth- 
ing to give out except that Dr. Robert 
J. Wilson, head of the Hospital Bureau, 
was examined this afternoon.”’ 

Asked on what grounds representa- 
tives of civic organizations and of the 
press were excluded from a meeting at’ 
which one of the most important city 
departments was being investigated, 
Mr. MacBride replied: ‘‘ This is just a 
private inquiry. I don’t invite the press 
and public to- gee everything that goes 
6n in my office. I don’t hold a public 
hearing when I send a clerk out with a 
payroll, so why should I invite out- 
siders to the meeting? ”’ 

Mr. MacBride insisted that the in- 
vestigation was not a public matter, but 
that it was a “ private inquiry.” 

“The public will be entirely informed 
when the proper time comes,’’ he added, 
but he did not indicate when that time 
would come. He said, however, that -the 
investigation might last another month 
or six weeks. There will be no session 
today, and on Monday afternoon Dr. 
Wilson may be recalled. At the conclu- 
sion of the meeting on Thursday Chair- 
man MacBride informed a news associa- 
tion which supplies a service to all the 
city newspapers that ‘‘ nothing of a 
startling nature ’’ had been reached. 

The heads of the bureaus examined are 
impressed with the fact that the in- 
vestigators hold everything that passes 
at the meetings as ‘‘ confidential,’’ and 
they are expected to treat the proceed- 
ings in the same manner.

of Records. It is maintained by. those 
who oppose the plan for abolishing the 
bureaus that it would be illegal.and that 
the distribution of-the multifarious. pow- 
ers of the present. bureaus among. the 
Assistant Sanitary Superintendents of 
the five boroughs would put the work 
of ‘the Health Department back twenty 
years, into the hands-of men who are 
not medical experts. — 

Section 1,181 of the charter says: 

* © © the Board of Health may like- 
wise establish .such additional, offices as it 
shall deem necessary for the proper dis- 
charge of the duties and powers of the 
Health Department in the several boroughs, 
with such force as may be essential there- 
to, throughout the city, as constituted by 

this act, but shall always maintain its 
chief office in the Borough of Manhattan. 

It was charged yesterday that the 
abolishing of the.seven bureatis and the 
dismissal of their respective heads would 
work an injustice in the matter of pen- 
sions. Having served tlie department 
more than twenty years, Dr. William H. 
Park, head of the Bureau of Labora~- 
tories; Dr. Robert J. Wilson, head of the 
Bureau of Hospitals, and Dr. “William 
H. Guilfoy, head of the .Bureau’ of 
Records, are entitled to retire on half 
pay. Dr. B. F. Knause, head of the San- 
itary Bureau, will reach the pension age 
this Fall! The heads of the bureaus are 
not permitted. to practice medicine and 
must give their full time to the depart- 
ment. In some Cases, | it was said, they 
gave up lucrative practices and threw 
in their whole career into the work of 
public health service. 

Oppose Reorganization Scheme. 
Among those who protested yesterday 

against the plan to reorganize the Health 
Department were Dr. L. Emmet Holt, the 
well-known child specialist; Agnes de 
Lima, Secretary of the Women’s Mu- 
nicipal League, and Miss Sally L. Jean, 
Director of Health Work for the Peo- 
ple’s Institute. Miss de Lima said that 
she had been barred by Commissioner of 
Accounts Hirschfield when she tried. to 
‘obtain permission to. be present at the 
investigation. 

“ The attempt.to wipe out the bureaus 
is one of the most reactionary and dis- 


Hylan administration,” she said, “I 
imagine that the motive behind the 
move is political, the Mayor having de- 
clared himself as pledged to ablosh so- 
called ‘experts.’ To wipe out the ex- 
perts in our Health Department, how- 
ever, is carrying a grandstand play too 
far. To put these highly technical 
bureaus under the jutisdiction of a 
Sanitary Superintendent, who knows 
nothing at all of the peculiarly special- 
ized nature of their work, is fraught 
with the gravest menace to the health 
of the people of the city. The New 
York City death rate is now the lowest, 
of any city in the world, and that it is 
so is due largely to the efficiency which 
has been created by these very bureaus. 
To disband them now certainly would 
mean to increase-our death rate by put- 
ting the department back at the same 
level it was years ago. 

“If Mayor Hylan is proceeding 
against the bureaus on the theory that 
they are creations of the Mitchel ad- 
ministration, he is mistaken. As a

The Bureau of 
Child Hygiene, which has done wonder- 
ful work in caring for the health of the 
children of the city, was founded in 
1908 by Health Commissioner Darling- 
ton, and Dr. Baker was put in charge 
at that time.” 


Views ef Dr. Holt. 


“The Health Department of New 
York City is one of the most efficient 
municipal health departménts in the 
world,’’ said Dr. Holt,. who organized 
the Babies’ Hospital. ‘“‘Anything done 
at the present time to impair its ef- 
ficiency or to curtail its efforts would 
be a public menace. Perhaps there are 
economies’ which could be practiced. 
Economies can be effected in almost 
every department. Let them be made, 
however, without tearing down the ef- 


itself.’’ 

Miss Jean said: 
a@ very serious matter to attempt to wipe 
out these bureaus, because in a city of 
such enormous size as New York we are 
convinced that the work can be handled 
only by such control. The Bureau: of 
Child Hygiene, in particular, is one of 
the best in the world, and to attempt to 
do away with it is to gamble with the 
life and death of the children of the 
city. If we could only make the mothers 
throughout the city realize what it 
means to them they would make such 4 
protest that the politicians would .never 
think of making such an attempt again.”’ 


Academy of Medicine at its last méet- 
ing passed a resolution, introduced by 
Dr. G. R. Pisek, protesting against the 
Mayor’s plan of abolishing the Bureau 
of Child Hygiene. The resolution de- 
clared that the Academy of Medicine 
would “ take the most strenuous meas- 
ures,’ to prevent the abolishment of 
the bureau, and asserted that it was 
one of the city bureaus of whose achieve- 
ments the citizens might well be proud.

The Bureau of” Public Health Edu- 
cation, headed by Dr. Charles Bolduan, 
who entered the department in 1904; 
all modern health work is primarily 
educational, ahd it is said by medical 
experts that this bureau is’ potentially 
the most important activity of the de- 
partment. It is looked up to by Health 
Departments all over the country as 
an authority in this field. 

The Bureau of Preventable. Dis- 
eases, of which Dr. Lonis Harris is 
director; Dr. Harris entered the de- 
partment in 1907. His bureau has 
supervision of the treatment of all 
infectious diseases, quarantine, vac- 
Cination, disinfection, Pasteur treat- 
ment, tuberculosis clinics, day camps, 
and also ihdustrial hygiene.

TUBB FROM FLOOD |= 


Unusually High Tide— Drives 
Water to Station Entrances 


in Jersey City. , 
WRECKS ALONG THE COAST 











Homes at Sea Bright Inundated— 
$50,000 Damage at 
Sea Gate. 





The high east wind and the unusually | 
as, | high tide yesterday caused great dam- 


age all along the Atlantic Coast. From 
the Weather Bureau point of view the 
most remarkable thing about the storm 
was not the high wind and the snow and 
rain, but its duration. New York and 
the Middle Atlantic States have experi- 
enced four days of storm. This was 
because the storm centre, which was 
off the Middle Atlantic States, was 
hedged in by unusual high pressure 
areas to the north and coul.l not move. 
the waterfront the water piled up 
by the wind flooded streets, undermined 
houses, interfered with ferry traffic, 
and caused discomfort to thousands of 
persons, In New Jersey the water came 
up so. high that it flooded the waiting 
rooms of the railroad stations and inter- 
fered with the handling of freight in the 
Erie and Pennsylvania railroad yards. 

When the tide came’ up water began 
to run down the steps of thé entrance 
to the Hudson tunnel fin the Lackawan- 
na station in Hoboken, It soon became 
so bad that the entrance had to be 
closed to thé public, and a barricade of 
boards was hastily raised to stop the 
water from flooding into the tube and 
interfering with thevfraffic. As the tide 
came higher the water rose‘in the ferry 
houses and more poured into the tunnel. 
The boards were unable to stop the 
flood, and there was danger that the 
water in the tube at this point might 
gain on the pumps that had been keep- 
ing the roadbed clear. A rescue crew 
was called on and the board barricade 
was reinforced with bags of . sand. 
These bags were piled up close together 
to a depth of several feet and so high 
that the water could not run over them. 
In the Erie station it was also necessary 
to employ sandbags to stop the flow of 
water. - 

In the Jersey City stockyards the 
water reached such a height that 
slaughtering had to be stopped. Some 
of the hogpens were removed to save 
the animals from dtowning. In the 
Wells Fargo Express Company’s station 
at the north pier of the Erie station the 
employes used rafts to load and unload 
merchandise. The flood receded in the 
afternoon. ; 

Wind and tide wrought destruction 
along the shore from Long Beach to 
Sea Gate. At Coney Island, Brighton, 
and Sea Gate the police last night es- 
timated the damage at $50,000.

cils. of the Allies. The. time and the 
circumstances in which the letter was 
written confirm belief in its sin- 
cerity. The Russian revolution, jad 
overthrown the Czar less than a month 
earlier. EXmperor CHARLES must have 
been well aware of the forces of trea- 
son at work among the Ministers of 
the Czar to bring about a separate 
peace with Russia. The ‘revolution 
put an end to all that. The Allies 
certainly believed, the, Céntral Powers 
may well have believed, that from that 
time on Russia would fight with re- 
newed determination, loyally, without 
the handicap of Ministers removing 
Generals and directing military opera- 
tions in the German interest. In 
the west HINDENBURG -had been 
foreed back to his celebrated “ line.” 
The. United States ‘had broken off 
relations with Germany, ‘and our 
entry into the war, then visibly 
imminent, was, in fact, only a 
matter of days. In the military 
sense, the outlook for the Central 
Powers was dark. And the never- 
ending troubles of the Austrian .Gov- 
ernment with the discontented races 
under its sway were at an acute 
stage. Austria was no longer solvent, 
Germany was not solvent, among the 
peoples of both empires there was 
much distress and suffering; in Aus- 
tria particularly the outcries of. the 
people for food and for: relief from 
the horrors of war were pitiful. These 
conditions . explain why Emperor 
CHARLES wrote to his. brother-in-law, 
S1xTus, asking him to say to President 
PornCaBE that he should have the sup- 
port of Austria in -his just claim for 
France to Alsace-Lorraine; that Ser- 
bia: should: have justice, and that he, 
the Austro-Hungarian Emperor, was 
not responsible for the war. a 

We may be very sure that the 
French Government has it in its power 
to make other interesting disclosures 
concerning these negotiations. At the 
proper time it will doubtless tell the 
world why this overture for peace 
from Emperor CHARLES was not ac- 
cepted in the spirit in which it was 
sent and then followed up. France, of 
course, knew that without the coun- 
ter-signature of Germany, without 
proof of Germany’s assent, thg letter 
was of little. value,. and in itself held 
forth small promise of successful ne- 
gotiations for peace. For that reason, 
it may be, although we may confident- 
ly assume that the English Govern- 
ment was apprised of the receipt of 
the letter, no formal answer was 
transmitted to the Austrian Emperor. 
There is no hint that any such an- 
swer was sent. But only by haste and 
baseless conjecture can blame be put 
upon the French Government for not 
availing itself of the Emperor’s letter 
as the opening of the way to peace. 
Emperor CHARLES could not have made 
peace without Germany, it is practi- 
cally certain that he would have with! 
drawn from any negotiations as soon 
as Germany manifested its disap- 
proval. -Without Germany that-letter 
gave no promise of peace. 

The publication of this remarkable 
letter puts Emperor CHABLEs in a po- 
sition from which any high personage | 
might well pray to be delivered,.a po- 
sition in which the heads of great 
States’ rarely find themselves. The 
haste he shows in assuring the 
Kaiser that he is still a faith- 
ful ally and his brazen repudiation 
of sentiments his own letter proves 


he entertained show that ‘he feels|- 


his position to be dangerous. He 
was plainly acting without the knowl- 
edge of the Government of his ally, 
and acting in-a way which that Gov- 
ernment will pretty certainly regard 
as, an attempted betrayal of its in- 
terests. The disclosures will make. 
Germany gravely distrustful of Aus- 
tria from this time forth, and in the 
past there has been no little evidence 
of distrust. .CHARLEs was weary of 
the great war a year ago; in view of 
the disappointing results of peace with 
Russia, he may soon be at the point 
of exhaustion.

PROGRESS OF THE GREAT BATTLE 

In taking Merville on Thursday 
night the German “ drive” carried a 
part of the line ten miles west of 
Neuve Eglise, further north, where 
the Germans and. British were at 
grips. There is a danger to the Hin- 
| denburg strategy in.an advance that is 

pushed far forward. at any one point 
while the British defensive is holding 
elsewhere, as is the case ten miles 
northeast of Merville. The distance 
is probably greater. A desperate game 
is being played by the German high 
command. Men are sacrificed by thou- 
sands to push on, as if there were a 
surplus of human material that.could 
never be exhausted. 

The object of the thrust at Merville 
and beyond is ,cléar enough. Seven 
miles to the northwest of that place is 
the raifroad that runs from Ypres 
southwest to Lillers, and then east to 
Bethune. For the transportation of 
reinforcements it is of great value to 
the British. The Forest of Nieppe lies 
between Merville and the railroad, and 
the forest skirts a wagon road to 
Thiennes on the south. It may be 
assumed that the British will not 
neglect the opportunity to mass re- 
serves to’contest the advance of the 
Germans west of Merville, and the 
latter are likely to find themselves 
confronted by a “ stone wall” in that 
direction. 7 
The “furthest west” of the Ger- 
mans in this part of the far-flung bat- 
tle line exposes them to flank attacks. 
Both north and south they are held or 
making slow progress, and their losses 
are enormous. There must soon come 
a breathing spell. In the. balance’ 
against the capture of Merville must 
be: placed local British successes .in 
counterattacks near Festubert and be- 
tween Loisne and the Lawe River. 
According to the German press,” the 
strategy of the @ffensive is still unre- 
vealed. What, however, appears.plain 
is that the risks of the assault on a 
front of almost 100 miles increase. In 
their violent onslaughits the Germans 
are in a fair way to overreach them- 
selves. Some parts of the advance are 
getting out of touch with others. The 
counteroffensive will come when Focu 
tHinks the time.is ripe. The army 
of manoeuvre has been organized. It 
struck at the battle of the Marne. It 
will’ strike again. Field Marshal 
Haro’s special order of the day issued 
yesterday to the British troops, while 
it certainly reveals a most critical 
phase of the battle, does recall that 
first exhortation to the French in the 
battle of the Marne which nerved 
them to their glorious triumph.

Let us proceed to do 
that. Let us whip Germany to her 
Knees, evén if in doing so we wipe from 
the face of the earth all traces of 
Teutonic civilization forever.

to inflame the people indiscriminately 
against Germany and everything Ger- 
man’ are contributing to ultimate vic- 
tory, then more power to them !—that 
is the proper war spirit; a just and 
wholesome: public opinion will see to it 
that the condemnations and sufferings of 
‘the innocent are not carried to excess. 
And we can show best our ‘‘ sympathy 
with the German progressive parties,” 
and help them most in winning “their

If 
a working man becomes ill while work- 
ing {n a Manhattan factory, it is the 
Brooklyn‘ institution that will have to 
eare for him and his dependents. 

It has been the policy of Manhattan 
to @raw a line between the dependent 
of Manhattan and the dependent of 
Brooklyn. Manhattan, with a population 
of about 800,000 Jews, has four times 
as many institutions as Brooklyn. The 
reason for this is that 85 per cent. of 
the wealthy population of Greater New 
York live in’ Manhattan and feel oblii- 
gated only to their strictly local chari- 
ties. Most Manhattan residents will not 
consider Brooklyn at all. Brooklyn is 
considered the “ bedroom for the Man- 
hattan business man.” Even those do- 
ing business in Manhattan, and sleeping 
in Brooklyn, when called upon to. help 
Manhattan, often claim thkt they do 
their share in Brooklyn, and hence, 
dodge both obligations to the charities. 
This and similar conditions should and 
must be changed at once.

Rudolph Blankenburg, former Mayor. of 
Philadelphia, one of. its .most .patriotiq 
adopted citizens and known as the “‘ Old 
War Horse’of Reform,” died this morn- 
ing at his home in Germantown. He 
was 75 years old. He was always active 
for reform in. politics and, fought all. 
bosses, including Penrose and Quay, for 
forty. years. . His election: to the Mayor~ 
alty in 1011 was the. climax of one of 
the greatest. reform campaigns ever 
fought in this country. He. immediately 
stopped assessments of the police and 
other officeholders by ward leaders,{ 
wiped out the old Civil Service Commis-+ 
sion, reorganizing that department so 
that merit ‘would be the basis of ap- 
pointment. He brought about needed 
reforms in the-city financial . manage 
ment, started the comprehensive transit 
plans, and gave impetus to port im- 
provements. 

In addition to his activities in behalf 
of good government, Mr. Blankenburg 
also aided in many: local charities. He 
‘went to Russia in 1892 with a shipload 
of flour which Philadelphians sent to 
starving subjects of that empire,’ and 
was Chairman of the Permanent Relief 
Committee for many years. y

Fowl! Is Soon to be Lifted.

WASHINGTON, April 12._The Food 
Administration announced today that the 
restrictions .against the sale of fresh 
fowl would be lifted on April 20, as it 
was believed that the desired conserva- 
tion measures’ would then be accom- 
plished. 
The restrictions went into ettett on 
Feb. 23, and it is estimated that in the 
New York, Chicago, and Boston markets 
alone at least 3,330,000 hens, capable of 
producing eggs and increasing the coun- 
try’s flocks, have been saved. 

In lifting the restrictions the Food Ad- 
ministration appealed to the farmers 
not to begin rushing their hens to mar- 
ket, but.to send them. gradually, in order 
to avoid the danger of loss rom spoil- 
age.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Let /no one think that our universities 
are burdened and complaining. Their 
loyalty is not of that lukewarm quality. 
They have been enriched beyond meas- 
ure in their spiritual life by the demands 
that war has made upon them, and in- 
stéad of bemoaning their losses they re- 
‘joice in the consciousness of inestimable 
gains. ° 

Cambridge and Oxford are lonesome) 
places today, and a great part of the 
young life that thronged their halls 
and colleges is gone forever, but they 
havé taken .on.a dignity and distinction 
surpassing ali: that the past had left 
in their keeping. Read that little 
volume which tells in the fewest and 
simplest words what the whole group 
of British universities has done in this 
war, from the oldest foundatiuns to the 
most recent of provincial establishments, 
and you will be overborhe with a. sense 
not only of the losses they have suffered 
but of the new greatness which they 
have achieved. 

Here in our own land, the same 

estiny has laid its claim upon our in- 
stitutions of learning, and already, at |- 
the very beginning, we have gained by 
what we have lost. Our gréatest uni- 
versities and all of their kindred. in- 
stitutions, large and small, have en- 
‘tered upon the new conditions and em- 
ployments, rejoicing ‘‘ as a strong man 
to run a race.” . That is the spirit of 
university, men at the front. They are 
begging to be sent to the line of great- 
est need and danger. And they should 
know, and our people at home should 
know, that the same spirit is in the in- 
stitutions from which these men have 
gone. The colleges say to their sons 
and to all the world: ‘‘ We are alive 
and strong today. We are abounding 
in wealth such as we never knew be- 
fore. We are glad for that which we 
are called to give; and the more we give 
the tnore we become the thing that we 
have always sought and striven to be.’’ 

Eow great is the call that has come to 
them and how generous their response 
can be-only imperfectly shown at this 
time. Institutions are so occupied with 
the work in hand that a request for in- 
formation regarding their performance 
seems almost an -impertinence. But so 
much as this we can say even now: 
Sixty of our American colleges and 
universities show a loss of twenty thou- 
sand- students as compared with. their 
attendance a year ago. The loss in the 
whole number of institutions of this 
grade throughout the country will prob- 
ably run to twice this number and more. 
College football men are in-demand in 
the aviation corps. Young engineers by 
thousands have been required in the war 
zone and related industries, and they 
have answered the call regardless. of 
conscription. In spite of advice from 
the general Government that technical 
students continue at their studies the 
engineering schools of the country have 
already lost 18 per cent. of their student 
registration. So many of the instructors 
in these schools have been called away 
that it is difficult to man even these de- 
pleted classes. Of all departments of 
the higher education medicine alone 
shows a small increase in student regis- 
tration. It is well that this is so, for the 
shortage of physicians is already felt in 
this country. In some medical’ schools 
the members of senior classes have 
crowded a semester of regular work into 
what would have been their Summer

vacation and are now ready for their 
State examinations. The Faculties of 
medical, dental, and veterinary colleges | 
have been cut down by voluntary enlist- | | 
ments, and those instructors who re- 
main with their classes are put to the 
severest strain to carry additional iabor 
which falls to their part. The schools, 
of other professions are under similar 
stress. Our law schools, the country 
over, have lost 31 per cent. of their stu- 
dents and many members of their Facul- 
ties. One might think that the colleges of 
liberal arts had been placed at this time 
in the pathetic situation of standing 
empty of any specific contribution that 
they can offer, while their sister schools 
of the professions and the technical arts 
are giving with liberal hand what the 
nation sorely needs. But their case is 
altogether different. It is men that are 
now chiefly needed—men of capacity and 
vision—and it is evident that the colleges 
have not failed in their professed en- 
deavor to send forth men of this char- 
acter. .The art colleges have lost‘11 per 





cent. of their students and great num- 
bers of their instructors. The quota of 


York University. 


young officers in our training*camps in- 
‘cludes an impressive proportion of these 
college men. 

All over the land university labora- 
tories and laboratory teachers are now 
iri the service of the Government, their 
occupation in many instances being of 
such confidential character that even 
that part of the public which lies near- 
est to their doors can have little con- 
ception of what is going on. . 

As the war continues and the need of 
men specially trained in many directions 
becomes obvious and acute, our Govern- 
ment, in order to meet this need with 
sufficient promptitude, turns to 'edu- 
cational institutions which are already 
** going concerns,” instead of building 
new schools from the very foundation. 
So’ it happens that men in khaki and 
Civilians only one remove from actual 
military service appear upon the campus 
of more than one institution, filling 
workshops and lecture rooms, drilling-on 
athletic fields, and fitting themselves 
for service as aviators, marine engi- 
neers, electricians, wireless operators, 
and signal men. If the war shall be 
long continued, we shall find many an 
‘academic establishment shaken from its 
long-time self-absorption and repose, 
and chiefly given over to these — 
ments. 

When we come to thé higher past: 
ments of our. Governmental activity, 
we are gtill more deeply impressed with 
the part which is played by men from 
the higher ‘institutions of learning. A 
university President and professor is at 
the head of our Federal Government. 
Our forees in France are commanded 
by a graduate of, a normal school—he ‘is 
a West Point graduate as well. Special 
commissioners in positions of the high- 
est responsibility, and the membership 
of advisory boards whose advice is 
authoritative, have been largely re- 
cruited from the ranks of our colleges 
and universities. Nor is this simply an 
idiosyncrasy of the present Adminis- 
tration. It is to be doubted if the pro- 
portion ‘of: university men drafted into 
high emergency services would have 
been less if a like emergency had arisen 
under any one of eur twentieth century 
Administrations. -This is -not to say 
that men of university training . and 
they alone are fitted to serve their coun- 
try in a supreme crisis. Byt it is clearly 
the case that men who have the 
requisite native endowment to begin 
with are more and more going to col- 
lege;.\and that in college and-university 
they are receiving’ an education which 
heightens their ability to serve their 
country in the time of bitterest need. “ 

It is in such sons, in such,an oppor- 
tunity, in the record of a public crisis, 
squarely met, ‘in’ casualty lists which 
show the finest human promise thrown 
without reserve upon the altar, in cita- 
tions for clearheaded courage in the 
face. of grim disaster—it is in these 
things that our colleges and universities 
are rich today, rich beyond their bright- 
est expectations of earlier days. 

It is in their treasury accounts that 
they are poor; and their poverty, too, 
must not be forgotten, lest they fail 
after all when spiritually they are at 
their best. Their good things are not 
their own, but their country’s, and it is 
for the general good that they must be 
maintained at their best estate. 

How poor they are as regards finan- 
cial need becomes more manifest every 
day. They are facing deficits of one 
hundred, two hundred, three hundred 
thousand dollars on a single year’s 
operations of single institutions. 

The difficulties are intensified by the 
increased demands upon our scientific 
laboratories. These are normally the 
most costly part of a university’s 8 equip- 
ment, but now the scientific trend of 
‘modern warfare is increasing the de- 
mand upon them, with every likelihood 
that that demand will be multiplied 
fourfold, and it may well be twenty- 
fold, by the new demands of modern 
industries when the claims of war shall 
be withdrawn. ‘ 

More insistently than ever, then, in- 
stitutions of higher education must now 
call aloud for financial help. But they 
do not ask for help as mendicants, 
whose misérable condition may arouse 
pity, but as those honored. by a call 
to high and necessary employment, who 
are glad of their opportunity, would lay 
hands on the tools and implements that 
shall enable them to render their em- 
ployment worthy of .the occasion and in 
full measure serviceable.

Memories of the Famous 
Senate ‘Controversy. 


To.the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your recent editorial article tn re- 

gard to the petty and petulant resig- 
nation of Senators Conkling and Platt 
in 1881 in the fight with Garfield, over 
an implied affront to Senatorial dig- 
nity, by the appointment of Robertson 
as Collector of the Port of New York, 
prompts me to tell a little story of that 
event, which has never before been 
printed, but it does not establish the 
identity of “‘ Me, too.” . 
, When I was publishing The Berk- 
shire County Eagle in Pittsfield, Mass., 
in 1887-9, I enjoyed and appreciated 
the cordial acquaintance and friend- 
ship of Senator Henry _L. Dawes, in 
his home town, and.he was a man of 
great-ability and profound judgment in’ 
most important matters, and his opin- 
ion was always held in high esteem in 
all public affairs, One day, by. a little. 
encouragement, Senator Dawes fell 
into a little reminiscent talk, and told 
about an incident concerning: the 
Conkling controversy | with Garfield. I 
must rely upon my memory, but as it 
has been used for about sixty-four 
years. in newspaper practice, it works 
quite as perfectly as less’ matured 
faculties ofthe kind, and at that time 
The Eagle had some voice in publi¢ ‘af-. 
fairs. 

Mr. Dawes said that on the Saturday 
before the Monday when Conkling, and 
Platt resigned, he was walking along 
Pennsylvania Avenue in Washington, 
carrying, an umbrella, when Senator 
Conkling was passing along in a car- 
triage, and, seeing -Mr. Dawes, he 
stopped and came to the sidewalk, to 
ask Mr. Dawea’s opinion and -advice |s 
in regard to the controversy, which

there for more than an hour discussing 
the subject, and-he said that, as Mr. 
Conkling had asked. for his advice, he 
concluded to give it with frank sin- 
cerity. The business of Congress, and 
of the country, in fact, had been dead- 
locked by Conkling’s unyielding opposi- 
tion to the confirmation of Robertson's 
appointment, and I think it had lasted 
for six or eight weeks, and the tension 
was increasing. Mr. Dawes said that

ENEMY arate IN GERMANY 


They Get No Such Consideration as 
Was Accorded Dr. Muck. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: - 

It may be appropriate at this time, in 
connection with the arrest of Dr. Karl 
Muck, to recall the treatment accorded 
to artists of enemy Citizenship: by Ger- 
many. during: the war. 

At the outbreak ‘of the war, a great 


Many foreign artists were resident or 


Jraveling in. Germany. With few ex- 
ceptions they were seized.and placed in 
internment. camps. Later they were 
concentrated in Ruhjeben. These men 
were not seized for cause, but merely 
because they were citizens of countries 
‘against which Germany had declared 
war. Dr. Muck was arrested for cause 
nearly one year after declaration of war 
against Germany. 

The- writer surveyed the Ruhleben 
camp in 1916; and was never able to 
understand why the general conditions 
of this wretched -camp did not, arouse 
protest on the part of German artists 
agajnst such treatment of fellow-artists. 
The Ruhleben internment camp is located 
in a race track to the west of Berlin. 
Here were thrown together painters, 
sculptors, musicians, singers, actors, 
university professors and a great many 
business men, to whom were gradually 
added the crews of merchant ships and 
trawlers captured at sea. Here were 
also gamblers, jockeys, and prize fight- 
ers; and criminals from England and 
France, who had found a haven in Ger- 
many before the war. These men were 
of all ages, from boys of 16 te men of 
over 65. The quarters were crowded, 
dirty, inadequately heated; the roofs 
leaked and were: never repaired; all of 
the equipment was of the crudest and 
most primitive type; the men were 
literally herded in. Ambassador Gerard 
upon repeated occasions in diplomatic 
documents, and later in public, protested 
against the conditions, which were care- 
fully surveyed and described in a report 
by the Boston lawyer, Ellis Loring 
Dresel, now attached to the American 
Legation in Berne. The food conditions 
were entirely inadequate, both from the 
standpoint of quality and quantity, al- 
though this made less difference with 
the men since most of the interned men 
were supplied with food from the out- 
side. In the camp were hundreds of so- 
called pro-German Englishmen, whose 
fathers were British subjects who living 
in Germany had married German wo- 
men, and the children porh in Germany 
were technically British subjects, though 
most of thg¢m had never been outside 
of Germany and could not speak a word 
of English. These men were given relief 
from the conditions of their own camp 
through the aid of a fund raised by 
Prince Max of Baden. The camp was 
also liberally sprinkled with German 
spies. e 

The British organized the camp in the 
most energetic fashion, and made life 
as bearable as possible. George ‘Fergu- 
son, the well known, vocal teacher, gave 
lessons to aspiring. voices thay he had 
discovered in the camp, and was one of 
the kitchen managers. ; 

“Most of these men were of no military 
value. whatsoever. Nothing was gained 


to Germany. by keeping them in. Ger- 


many; no military gain could have come 
to the enemy by permitting their re- 
lease. Practically speaking, every artist 
of enemy citizenship in Germany was 
interned, and interned under. conditions 
that bespoke no consideration of his 
antecedents or qualities. With this 
must be contrasted the situation in the 
United States. Except when arrested 
for cause, German artists have been 
permitted freely to continue their nor- 
mal lives in our midst. To what extent 
they have aBused this very exceptional 
privilege, the writer is unable to state. 
To what extent Karl Muck ‘has violated 
the trust reposed in his honor is for 
determination by competent, authorities. 
When interned, alien eneinies are as- 


signed adequate, comfortable, and well- 
oquiped quarters in agreeable and sani- 

er surroundings, and are provided 
with proper subsistence. The distinction 
in treatment of artists, simply on 


e 
basis of enemy citizenship, has certainly 


been striking enough to convince one, if 
that were still necessary, that the point 
of view of the military authorities in 
Germany and in the United States is as 
far apart as our respective conceptions 
of the role of ‘war in its relation to 
civilization. © "A. E. TAYLOR, 
Washington, April 8, 1918.

Difficulties of the New War Depart. |: 
: ment Order. 


To the Editor of The New York Thinies:. 


A situation has developed which I 
think is due to’a mistaken interpreta- 
tion by the Post Office Department of 
the: War Department’s regtilation with 
regard to shipments of’ packages to our 
boys on the other side. The War De- 
partment order, dated March 26, 1918, 
reads as follows: aa 

In future, . shipments ‘of any articles to 
members of the--Aimerican Expeditionary 
Forces abroad be limited to those- 
articles which have requested by the. 
individual to whom same are to be shipped, 
such request having been approved by his 

regimetital or ‘higher cornmander. Parcel 
post shipments will be accepted bysthe Post 

Office authorities and other shipmeyts by 
express or freight companies only upon 
presentation of the above-approved request 

in each individual case. 

The Post Office Depaitinest regula- 
tion reads: ; 
Postmasters must secure the. assurance 
of the sender in each case that all the 
articles contained in the parce! are sent at. - 
the “addressee‘s approved written request, 
and that such request is inclosed in the 
parcel, by requiring the sender to place on 
the wrapper of the parcel under his name 
and address the following indorsement: 
‘‘'This parcel contains only articles sent at 
approved request of ee which is ° 

incloged.”’ 

Now, it is obvious that sil the War 
Department ordér actually says is that 
in each individual case’ the Post Office 
is entitled to see’ the request, duly ap- 
proved, but it does not say that each 
individual shipment must be based upon 
a fresh request and that that request,. 
being inclosed, in the package, becomes 
functus and can no longer be used. If 
the War Department meant that, it im- 
poses not only upon the soldiers and 
their parents, but upon the regimental 
commanders, an intolerable, Vexatious 
detail burden. 

It seems to me that the Post Office 
Department ought to interpret the War 
Department's order’ ag ‘indicating in.the 
case of any, individual soldier’ or officer 
that.he may give to his father or friend 
@ written request, duly countersigned 
as required, which could be pasted on a: 
Pasteboard card and~ presented - when 
each parcel is sent to him, in order that 
the Post Office may satisfy itself there 
is nothing being sent over that ‘is not 
covered by the request, although some 
weeks the parent might not care to 
comply with the entire request. For 
example, the boys want batteries for 
their trench lights, or-they -want cubes 
for their little heaters, or they want 
stated supplies of tobacco or chccolate. 
Judging from what has occurred hereto- 
fore, ify the request must come from 
the other side and be actually inclosed 
in the parcel and not be capable of be- 
ing used a second time, then the sol- 
dier or officer has to write his request, 
get-a special O K on it from his regi- 
mental commander and trust it to the 
army mail, and it may be six weeks 
or more before the request can be satis- 
fied. 


I have four sons in the service, and it 
is Obvious that there is no purpose of’ 
using the mail’ facilities unreasonably, 
but that I am. interested in‘ this propo- 
sition; and a fortnightly package -to 
each one of the sdidiers from his fam- 
ily on the basis suggested above would 
not: be unreasonable. It might be per- 
fectfy fair for the Post Office Depart- 
ment to say that a head of a family, 
signing a recognizance not to send any 
articles other than those specified in 
the order, unless it should be at some 
time modified with. similar formalities, 
would be permitted to send not oftener 
than once a fortnight a package to each 
of his sons, or membérs of his imme- 
diate famiiy abroad, provided that each 
individual shipment did not exceed a 
smaller limit than the parcel. post is 
now, say two or three pounds. 

It seems fo me that when the regu- 
lations as they are now framed come 
to be understood by the people, and the 
complaints begin to come in from the 
other side, the unfairness thereof will 
become manifest to the people general- 
ly, and it would be easier to change 
the plan now.

War Bread. 
To the Editor of. The New York Times: 

In today’s TimEs your correspondent 
“M. R. W.” complains that the war 
bread she gets is unpalatable, You might 
print the following directions for mak- 
ing bread that my family like better 
than wheat bread; it is well to know 
that of all the wheat substitutes, oats 
contains the most gluten and conse- 
quently rises best: . 2 large cups. of 
rolled oats, 2 large cups of unsifted 
wheat flour, 2 cups ‘of water, 2 table- 
spoons shortening, 1 saltspoon salt, 1 
tablespoon. sugar, 1 cake compressed 
yeast, evaporated milk. 

Soak the oats four or five hours in one 
and. one-half cups of. water. —At hed- 
time dissolve the yeast for fifteen min- 
utes in one-half cup of water. Add to 
the oats the yeast, salt, sugar, and 
melted shortening, and stir. well. Then 
add the wheat flour and enough’ evap- 
orated milk. to make a, stiff dough. 
Knead for five minutes and set ina 
moderate temperature all night. In the 
morning knead again for five minutes, 
form into rolls or loaves, and set in a 
warm place until it rises to twice. its} 
size, first greasing the top with lard 
or other shortening. Bake in a moderate 
oven. There is no mystery about bread-: 
making, and homemade bread is better 
and cheaper than bakery bread, and 
takes very little time and work.

_ German and Austrian. Statesmen.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Several quotations have recently come 
to/my attention so aptly illustrating 
militarism as it is practiced in Germany

and 1870 the peace negotiations brought 
the responsible military authorities and the 
responsible statesmen into daily and. hourly 
touch in one place, frequently even under 
one roof, The peace negotiations were 
‘ short, and only had to be concluded with 
one opponent. In the present position. it 
‘would be entirely impossible to conduct 
negotiations’ ‘without the: Supreme Army 
Command being represented by a-Plenipo- 
tentiary.. I. should lke, too;. uncoridition- 
ally, to adhere to the view that the repre- 
sentative of the Supreme Army Command 
must retain the right to insist on the ob- 
servance, to the extent now fixed by his 
Majesty, of the Chancellor’s proposals, _ 
The next day he made a second speech 
replying to questions raised in debate, a 
portion of which ‘is thus summarized : 
Baron von Camp asks whether the peace 
conditions for the East were discussed with 
the chief army authorities. The character 
(Gestaltung) of our aims in the East 
formed the object of very detailed delibera- 
tions, and, especially before the beginning 
of the negotiations, in very frequent ex- 
changer of views between the political and 
chief military leaders.

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AMERICANIZING CHILDREN. 


The Way to Influence the Foreign- 
’ Born Early in Their Lives. 


To the Hastor of The New York Times: 


The National Conference of School 
Superintendents at Atlantic City was 
largely taken. up with the momentous 
problem of Americanization of the for- 
eigners who live among ua. A num 
of educators of nation-wide reputation 
spoke upon. this subject: and we came 
away with a feeling of disappointment 
because in sorne cases they failed to 
grasp the significance of the. problem 
and in other cases confused. the prob- 
lem with issues that are quite distinct 
from Americanization in the usual in- 
terpretation of the term. 

Wild statements were made concern- 
ing the ménace of the foreign-born in 
our country from the standpoint of dis- 
ease. These statements were not defi- 
nite enough to show exactly what waa 
in the mind of the speakers, but the im- 
pression wags conveyed that every col- 
ony of foreign-born in this country is a 
positive menace to the health of the rest 
of the community. r 

I could. not help thinking of our own 
children with whom we deal. During 
the epidemic of poliomyelitis, which 
occurred during the Summer of 1916, out 
of over 6,000 children who attended the 
nurseries, kindergartens, and schools of 
the Children’s Aid Society, only three 
‘had the disease. Since we take the 
children into our nurseries. when they 
are just able to walk, and. most of our 

pols do not run above a.4A grade, 

will see that we had many children 
who were of the agés afflicted by the 
disease. A year ago the Italian school 
of the Children’s Aid Society, contain- 
ing 1,200 children, was subjected to the 
Shick test for diphtheria... The report 
given at the conclusion of the tests. was 
that. only 15 per cent. of our children 
in that building were susceptible to 
diphtheria. 

Incidents like these make one feel 
that either general statements relative 
‘to the menace of immigrgnts from the 
standpoint ‘of health are. dangerous to 
make, or that the type of work the 
Children’s’ Aid. Society is doing rapidly 
corrects this «menace. My own experi- 
ence seems to fndicate that the foreign 
immigrant and first generation of chil- 
dren are enviably healthy. Of course, 
the continued living of: the immigrant 
under the Wretched conditions under 
which many of them now live would 
seem likely to bring about a health 
problem sooner or later. This is, how- 
ever, a question of housing conditions 
which is: wholly distinct from the ques- 
tion of Americanization. 


Another phase of the problem seems 
to be’ the stresq laid upon the ability 
fof the foreigner to speak the English 
language. This may be a vital problem 
in some sections of our country,. but it 
seems of less importance in the problem 
of Américanization in, New York City, 
because omr city schools are overcoming 
‘it rapidly in so far as the children are 
concerned. ' 

One of the causes which tend to ‘asils 
the problem of Americanization an 
acute one at the present time isthe fact 
that during this war there has been an 
élement in our country which has failed 
to rally to the support of. the.

Our Children’s 
Aid Society schools are made up largely 
of Italians, \Russtans, and Bohemians, 
and a visit to’ those*schools wauld con- 
vince the most unsympathetic observér 
that we are producing good American 
citizens. .But we do not ‘secure these 
results with a club, and any attempts 
to. club these foreigners into. becoming: . 
good Americais t oh suggestet 
plans as ability té @& tet in the 
English language, or through fixed edu- 
cational requirements which single thém 
out and make them attend special even- 
‘ng schools or continuation schools 
which are not intended to apply’ to ‘all 
the population equally, will only result 
in alienating their sympathies. The 
first step in Americanizing the foreigner 
is to secure his confidence, and beset 
cannot be forced. 

The children in the schools of the 
Children’s Aid Society, although almost 
wholly of foreign-born parentage, are. 
under our encouragement, purchasing 
Liberty bonds and thrift stamps, mak- 
ing sheets and bandagés for hospitals, 
material of all kinds for thie Red Cross, 
displaying Service Flags, singing pa- 
triotic and war songs, joining boy 
scouts and gfrl scouts, translating war 
menus into foreign languages, which 
they take home with them, ' learning to 
eat and like American food and cook- 
ing, through the daily lunches furnisKed 
them, and imbibing fdeals of democracy 
exactly as other red-blooded American 
boys and girls. Even alien mothers are 
sewing in our. mothers’ clubs for our 
boys ‘“‘ over there.” | 

An important ‘phase of the difficulty 
of Americanizing the en is the 
crowding in colonies of people from the 
same foreign courtry and the lack of 
mingling of these people with others 
with its resulting, mutual respect and, 
sympathy. The best method of attack 
here, seems through extending and en- 
larging our present plan of sending our 
school children to the country: or sea- 
shore for a vacation each Summer. . 
This fresh-air movement throws {o- 
gether children of different nationalities 
all in a new and different environment, 
which is approached by éach in the 
spirit,of a new adventure.. Hach °is 
thus in a receptive attitudé, and. under 
the ‘wise direction -of right leaders all 
barriers. are. broken down. uncon- 
sciously. 

In this way ‘American standards of 
food and living are established. Those 
children work in school gardens, raise, 
help, prepare; and then eat, the vege- 
tables indigenous to this section of the 
country, and when they return at the

HOLDS CITY ZONING 
AN “INCUMBRANCE” 


Appellate Division Decides That 
Restriction Prevents Giving 
‘Free and Clear’ Deed. 


By a‘ vote of three to two the Ap- 
pellate Division decided yesterday that 
the present division of the city into 
‘building zones constitutes an incum- 
brance ‘on property affected by the re- 
strictions prohfbiting the erection of 
business buildings in certain parts of 
the city, and that a person contracting 
to sell property ‘‘free and clear cf all 
incumbrances,”” is unable to give such 
a deed on account of the zoning law. 
‘Presiding Justice Clarke, who wrote 
the minority opinion, with Justice 
Dowling concurring, ruled that the zon- 
ing law is not an incumbrance within 
the meaning of a contract for the sale 
of property, but is a police regulation 
as much as the tenement house law, 
building code, or other regulations, 
which have never been held to be incum- 
brances. 

The Lincoln Trust Company, as 
trustee, sued the Williams Building 
Corporation to. enforce a contract for 
the purchase of property by the de- 
fendant, consisting of a block fronting 


on St. Nicholas and Edgecombe Ave- 
nues. 

Justice Smith, who wrote the majority 
opinion, with Justices La’ in. an 
Shearn concurring, stated that the de- 
fendant had no actual knowledge that 
the premises in question were in a re- 
stricted zone, and says there is na doubt 

that the restrictions affect ‘the value of 
the property. ‘The Court says that to 
hold that the defendant should have 











dismissed the suit to compel the defend- 
ant to take the rty, and directs the 
return of the deposit made on signing

Under the Court ruling all other con- 
tracts for the purchase of property “in 
restricted zones will be = valid in the 
suit of any purchaser if the latter is 
able to prove lack of knowledge of the 
restriction.

Ex-President Advocates Sending an 
Army of 6,000,000 Amer- 
icans to France. 





ALBANY, April 12—The New York 
Legislature, after listening to a*stirring 
war speech by -President Taft, to- 
day unanimously and enthusiastically 
adopted a resolution declaring that the 
State ‘‘favors the entrance of the 
United States, after..the war, into a 
league of nations to safeguard the peace 
that must be won by the joint miMtary 
forces of the allied nations.”

Prices Recover Much of Pre- 
__ vious Day’s’ Loss, Despite 
Further German Progress.

If the financial community had not 

realized the gravity of the crisis raised 
by the determined effort of the enemy 
to bring the war to a close before the 
strength of America can come to the 
Support of the Allies, and prepared it- 
self for bad news, the further reverses 
announced in yesterday's statement of 
the progress of the battle on the north- 
ern section of the line might have been 
reflected by a continuation of the sell- 
ing which forced prices down in the 
final hour on Thursday. There is 
such a thing,as being worried without 
being alarmed, and while measuring the 
fresh gains. which the Germans have 
made with a costly expenditure of 
lives, traders have never ceased to be- 
lieve that the offensive will wear 
itself down to a point where further 
material progress is impossible before 
decisive advantage is gained. 
Thus, while there has been no in- 
centive in the news to buy securities, 
it has not been of a nature to produce 
widespread liquidation, and where ‘of- 
ferings have been absorbed without 
bringing additional pressure to bear, 
prices have moved back soon after- 
ward. There was a smaller volume of 
selling orders in hand yesterday and 
most isues closed with net gains. With 
but a litte more than 200,000 shares 
changing hands it was comparatively 
easy for the -group Mo 9g arg in Dis- 
tillers Securities to make that issue the 
day’s leader, _— in point of activity 
and_ streng th. sympathetic move 
carried Tetuecial Alcohol forward on 
more moderate dealings, and a number 
of other industrials gained a point or 
more. without special effort. Steel 
closed practically at its best price for 
the day with a net recovery of a-point 
and most of the rails benefited by the 
disappearance of liquidation.

HOW TO FIND LOST BONDS. 


Federal Reserve Bank Issues Pam- 
phlet of Instructions. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York has issued a pamphlet on ‘ De- 
stroyed, Defaced, and Lost United States 
Government Bonds,”’ describing in detail 
the procedure to. be followed in order to 
obtain duplicates where coupon bonds 
have been destroyed or defaced, and 
registered bonds destroyed, defaced, or 
lost. The bank calls particular. atten- 
tlon of holders of bonds to the follow- 
ing: 

‘‘Do not write your name or any other 
matter on either the face or the back 
of your registered or coupon bonds. The 
value of a bond so marked is impaired. 
It is not a good delivery under thé rules 
of the New York Stock Exchange and 
you will probably experience difficulty 
in disposing of it elsewhere, if so 
marked. 

“‘If the holder of a coupon bond 
wisfies to have the fact of his ownership 








appear on the bond so as to have the 


additional protection thus afforded in 
case of loss, the coupon bond should be 
exchanged for a bond registered in his 
name. This can be done by complying 
with the regulations of the Treasury 
Department, (Department Circular No. 
1917, governing 
transactions involving interchanges of 
bonds.) Consult your bank as to the 
course to be followed to effect such’ an 
It should be noted, however, 
in this connection that, as a registered 


bond requires certain formalities in con- 
nection with its transfer which are not 
reguired in the case of a coupon bond 
which passes by delivery, a registered 
bond is usually quoted at a price a

The action of the Railroad Admiff- 
istration, it is charged, in holding out 
the promise of a full coal car supply 
to the mines signing contracts, is dis- 
turbing equitable distribution and caus- 
ing. labor unrest. . 

‘‘The practical coal man is convinced 
that certain propgsals with respect to 
the distribution of coal cars will result 
in serious curtailment of the oytput of 
coal, and the effect will be that next 
Winter the country will be faced with a 
coal famine compared to which that of 
last year will fade into insignificance,” 
said Mr. Allen. ‘‘The Railroad Adminis- 
tration is attempting to make contracts 
with coal operators for coal for rail- 
road purposes at. a price less than that 
fixed by the Fuel Administration, of- 
fering as an indycement i00 per cent. 
car supply. 

“Car supply is a governing factor in 
the quantity of coal produced, and the 
cost of production, ‘as the overhead 
charges; when distributed over a pro- 
duction reduced to 20 or 25 per cent. 
of normal, are tremendous, as compared 
with 100 per cent. production. Another 
phase of the matter is that such dis- 
crimination -in the car supply has had 
its direct effect upon the labor situa- 
tion, causing unrest and dissatisfaction 
among the miners at operations so dis- 
criminated against. 


Foresees Increased Cest. 


“In addition to the discouragement 
of operators who do not enter into con- 
tracts with the Railroad Administra- 
tion under the proposed plan and the 
Possibility of their being forced to dis- 
continue operation, the Fuel Adminis- 
trator has stated a number of times 


‘that the ‘cost of production is in excess 
of the price fixed a correction of that 
situation will be made. The putting 
into effect of the proposal will there- 
fore result in an increased cost to the 
consumers of coal other than the rail- 
roads. 

“The Director General of Railroads, 
in the effort to reduce the operating 
expenses of the roads, is pressing this 
proposition, but we call attention to 
the fact that its: result will be unfair 
to the coal man and to consumers 
other than the railroads because it 

wjil have the effect of placing an un- 

burden upor a~restricted portion 
of the public to make up or prevent a 
deficit in the operation of the railroads. 
If there is such a deficit, instead of at- 
tempting to saddle it upon a restricted 
class, it should pe taken care of by a 
blanket increase in freight and pas- 
senger rates: so that the burden will 


be evenly distributed upon those who 
make use. of the carriers. 


Increased Rates_ Aceepted. 
“Incidentally it will be remembered 
that at no time has there bee# general 
opposition on the part of the public to 
the several blanket increases in rates 
which have been granted by the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission. Another 
evil which is being effected is that some 
railroads, even at the present time, are 
obtaining a supply of coal in excess of 
their requirements and are disposing of 
it to certain favored industries located 
on their lines. Altogether we think the 
roposal of the Railroad Administration 
fs improper and should receive the con-- 
demnation of every one 
Coal Age will point out editorially to- 
day that John Skelton Williams, in 
charge of fuel purchases for the rail- 
roads, has refused to buy coal at the 
price fixed.

in a loss of 26,700 tons ‘of coal on that 
day. 

In the Fairmount district figures for 
three days in April are said to be a fair 
barocneter of conditions at all mines.

5,199 miners out of work. Of 153 mines

Sales Reach/ $34,297,371, with Net 

Earnings of $3,673,244. 

The Barrett Company, which is promi- 
nent in the asphalt and chemical indus- 
try, sold $34,297,371 worth of goods last 
year, an increase of $6,497,185 over the 
total for 1916, Expenses absorbed $27,- 
173,090, this being $7,160,988 more than 
the year before, and including deprecia- 
tion and, presumably, Federal war taxes 
as well. The corporation’s income be- 
fore accounting for administrative costs 
was $9,235,871, a decline of $311,733, and 
the net before charges and dividends

The annual report, issued yesterday, 
said that, considering the high cost of 
labor and material, and the unusual out- 
lay of earnings in taxes, the result of 
the year was considered satisfactory. 
The balance of $3,308,036, available for 
common stock dividends, was equal to 
$20.61 a share, compared with $29.43 
earned in 1916. William H. Childs, 
President, informed stockholders that 
the company and its subsidiaries were 
co-operating with the Government to 
the fullest exter& toward the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

The balance sheet showed that the 
yatue of investments had been increased 
from $999,184, at the end of 1916, to 
$2,895,101. The cash item of $1,647,032 
was $582, 537 larger than a year before, 
and the total ry re a gain 
of $2,268,494 to $6,794,691. 

Service Board Takes Up Matter of 
Deluge at Canal Street Station. 

Leaks in the roof of the Canal Street 
Station of the Broadway Subway, which 
were noticeable shontly after the opera- 
tion of trains began, have grown so that 
the Public Service-Commission is mak- 
ing a study of the matter and trying to 
devise means of keeping the water out. 
Many complaints have been made by 
passengers, and Commissioner Hubbell, 
after a thorough investigation, sub- 
mitted to the commission yesterday a 
long report. He verified the leaks, lo- 
cated the sources of some of them, and 
the matter now will be put in the hands 
of the engineering department. 

The building of this part of the road 
was recognized as one of the most diffi- 
cult parts of the entire dual system, the 
sub-grade being about thirty-five feet 
below mean high water. 

In his report Mr, Hubbell said he had 
been unable to learn definitely the cause 
of the leaks, but he suggested that per- 
haps they were due to the fact that 
where the Canal Street structure passes 
under the Interborough line in Lafay- 
ette Street. there is no backfill on the 
tunnel roof and ‘‘a large portion of the
